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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
Pub. No. 2001/0007458 to Purcell et al. The rejections are respectfully traversed. 

As shown in Fig. 2, the Purcell et al. reference discloses an ink jet cartridge 74 having a 
jet plate 72 containing nozzles and a memory element 78. However, referring to page 2 of the 
Office action, the Examiner has conceded that "Purcell does not disclose the memory (element 
78) containing data pertaining to the nozzles of the array." 

Anticipation under § 102(b) is established only if each and every limitation of a patent 
claim identically appears in a single prior art reference. See Gechter v. Davidson, 116 F.3d 
1454, 1457 (Fed. Cir. 1997). Inasmuch as the Purcell et al. reference does not disclose a 
printhead memory located on the printhead and containing data pertaining to the array of 
nozzles, the Purcell et al. reference cannot, as a matter of law, anticipate the pending claims of 
the present application. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejections of claims 1 and 6 are respectfully requested. 

Claims 2-5, 7-1 1 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the Purcell et al. reference in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,517,184 to Bruch et al. It is 
submitted that claims 2-5, 7-1 1 and 13-15 are dependent upon allowable base claims. Therefore, 
applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejections of claims 2-5, 7-11 and 13-15. 

Accordingly, it is submitted that the application is in condition for allowance and formal 
notice thereof is respectfully requested.
